Governor signs town manager change

WILMINGTON - Late last 
week Governor Deval Patrick 
signed a bill bringing 
Wilmington one step closer to 
a charter change that would 
allow the town to hire a Town 
Manager who is not a town 
resident. 

Resident George 
Lingenfelter initiated the 
efforts toward House bill 3455, 
An Act Relative to the 
Appointment of a Town 
Manager in the Town of 
Wilmington, last year when 
he proposed a similar war- 
rant article for Town 
Meeting. Selectman Michael 
Newhouse endorsed the idea 


and asked to have Town 
Counsel draw up a version 
that included the necessary 
legal jargon. 

The bill proposes to alter 
section 7 of Wilmington’s 
Town Charter to remove the 
residency requirement for the 
Town Manager during the 
term of office. 

The bill, approved this past 
spring by Wilmington Town 
Meeting in a vote of 98 to 13, 
updates the current section of 
the law spelling out the quali- 
fications and requirements 
for the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen to consider when 
appointing a town manager.

Strummer is 
safe at home 


Dog missing 25 days returns to family

WILMINGTON - An eight- 
year-old boxer mix that went 
missing from his home in 
July, returned last week to a 
grateful family. People - 
strangers, neighbors, and 
friends alike - calling the 
family and responding to 
local posters made all the dif- 
ference. 

Strummer was missing 
from the MacGilvray family 
for 25 days after bolting from 
the yard when the family’s 
dog sitter attempted to put 
him on a leash for a routine 
afternoon excursion. Despite 
rushing back from vacation, 


the MacGilvray’s could not 
bring him home that night. It 
would be nearly a month 
before he finally returned, 
twenty pounds lighter. 

The Crier ran an article two 
weeks ago chronicling their 
search for Strummer and 
their request that anyone who 
sees him report the sighting, 
but not approach the dog. 
Having exhibited anxious 
behavior in the past, the fam- 
ily was certain he would run 
away from anyone trying to 
entice him. 

“Strangers helped bring him 
home. They saw the dog that

FOLLOW THE RULES 
ON SWAPS 

Real estate investors have used 
swaps for years. They enable an 
individual or company to defer tax 
on the gain on one piece of proper- 
ty by trading it for another “like- 
kind” investment—as long as the 
requirements of IRS Code Section 
1031 are satisfied. 

According to the rules, the trans- 
action or swap must be an 
exchange of property, not a trans- 
fer of property for money. That 
would constitute a sale. It’s not 
enough for the owner to sell prop- 
erty and then buy a like-kind prop- 
erty with the proceeds. 

The exchange must be made 
using an escrow account managed 
by an unrelated intermediary to 
hold the sale proceeds until the 
replacement property can be 
acquired. 

There are time limits, too. In a 
recent case, a swap was disallowed 
because the escrow agreement did 
not specifically restrict the 
investor’s access to the funds nor 
mention that the cash was being 
held for use in a like-kind 


exchange.

Avenue. Many outages were 
restored within several hours. 
By Tuesday morning all cus- 
tomers in Wilmington had 
their power restored. 

Gottwald told the Crier that 
the specific number out out- 
ages in each town will not be 
tallied until later this week as 
the outages were widespread 
and as soon as one service 
was restored in one area, a 
new area was reported as 
down. 

“Over the course of the 
storm, beginning at 7:30 a.m. 
and well into the night on 
Sunday, half of our feeders 
had been affected (14 out of 
28),” said Gottwald in a state- 
ment. “At the height of the 
storm, an estimated 4,000 cus- 
tomers lost power in Reading, 
Wilmington, North Reading 
and Lynnfield. This number 
fluctuated as repairs were 
made and others occurred. 
Those areas where most cus- 
tomers were affected were 
given priority over the indi- 
vidual residences. 

“When an area was deter- 
mined to be a danger to the 
public, the runners stayed at 
the sites until the line crews 
could get to them. In addi- 
tion, subcontracted electri- 
cians and three additional 
bucket trucks were called in 
to service secondary and 
individual service outages. 
Office personnel were called 
in to handle over 3,000 phone 
calls and engineers moni- 
tored the situation from the 
Control Center. Dispatchers 
worked with the police, fire 
and public works depart- 
ments and were busy commu- 
nicating with our field work- 
ers.

Early on the morning of 
Tuesday, August 23, Andrea 
received a call from a neigh- 
bor who saw Strummer out in 
the open, on their street. 
Having, at times, gone over a 
week without a sighting, the 
report was an auspicious 
beginning to the day. 

Andrea received another 
eall at 5:00 p.m. from a 
stranger who reported seeing 
the dog on Linda Road. At 
7:00 p.m. they received a call 
that Strummer was on 
Marcia Road, then a little 
while later a stranger driving 
on Great Neck saw the sign 
and the dog at the same time. 

“From 5:00 p.m. to 10:00 
p.m. we kept getting calls 
from people we_ know, 
strangers and friends. They 
saw him out in the open and 
not hiding. Because of that I 
knew he was roaming the 
area,” said Andrea. So she 
put food out on her front and 
opened the 
garage doors, and kept the 
windows open so she could 
hear the jingling of his dog 
tags if he got close. 

She had no idea how close 
he might be so she watched 
the windows. At 10:45 p.m. she 
heard the tags and found him

Groups started bringing in 
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food so we serve lunch from 
noon to 12:45 p.m. Today we 
have a variety of quiches, 
baked beans, cold cuts, bean 
salad, potato salad, and more, 
plus desserts and sodas.” 

According to Judy, “It’s a 
very friendly group and we 
want more people to know 
about us. We want to encour- 
age people of all ages to come 
meet our group. We meet on 
Tuesdays from 9:30 a.m. to 
2:30 p.m. at the K of C hall in 
Wilmington. We would also 
like to reach out to veterans - 
- both young and old - with 
disabilities, like amputees, 
who might benefit from this 
group. The reason for form- 
ing the group was twofold - 
for people with disabilities to 
have somewhere to go and to 
give their caretakers a 
break.” 

Everyone from the group 
was eager to share their story 
of how they happened to be 
there and how much AIM 
means to them. 

Cindy from Wilmington is in 
a wheelchair and was delight- 
ed to say, “I’ve been in AIM 
for more than five years, | 
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coming into the yard. He ate 
the food off the deck then ran 
away, later coming back into 
the deck and moving to the 
driveway and into the garage. 

Apprehensive of scaring off 
the pup, Andrea called her 
husband, Paul, to come home. 

“He parked on the next 
street, walked slowly down 
the street and into the drive- 
way. Paul saw Strummer in 
the garage, Strummer sniffed 
at him, and then just followed 
him into the house,” said an 
amazed Andrea. “I don’t 
know what triggered him to 
go or to come back.” 

After they brought him 
inside they took him to a vet- 
erinarian to determine the 
current state of his health. 
They learned he lost twenty 
pounds, but was otherwise all 
the same.

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~ known as Shanks Mare, and usually 


ran most of the way. 

And that wasn’t enough. In the high 
school in Hazel Township, he went 
out for track. He became one of the 
school’s best athletes, and it ended 
up with someone asking him why 
didn’t he go to college, where his 
track abilities would be really appre- 
ciated. 

And that is how Gerald Fagan 
became a student at Villanova 
College a small place with about 300 
pupils. 

That 12-mile walk (or run) twice a 
day started Gerald Fagan on the 
road to becoming Wilmington’s 
favorite physician. 

He graduated from Villanova in 
1923. He then went on to Jefferson 
Medical School. Five years later, he 
was in the Bronx, in New York City, 
on the faculty of the Berind 
Maternity Clinic, where he practiced 
and taught obstetrics. 

Graduate students from many of 
the medical schools in the East 
would go to Berwind for a few weeks 
as a part of their post-graduate work, 
and many from Putts College in 
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Biggest football fan ever 


Medford did so. Someone told Dr. 
Fagan that there was a place in sub- 
urban Boston that needed an obste- 
trician badly, a place by the name of 
Charlestown, Mass. 

He heard the story over and over 
from the incoming students, and he 
finally decided to move to 
Charlestown. The stories he had been 
told were all correct, all except for 
one detail. 

There was plenty of work for an 
obstetrician. He never had time to 
stop. But there was no money. 
“Damn near killed me, in my first 
year — had everything but money!” 
is Dr. Fagan’s recollection of 
Charlestown. 

But he stuck it out for seven years. 
Then he had to find another place, 
for his boy’s health. He transferred 
his residence and his practice, but 
kept a Charlestown office for several 


.years after he moved to Wilmington. 


Wilmington had but one physician 
when Dr. Fagan moved to 
Wilmington in 1936, Dr. Ernest 
MacDougall. There was plenty of 
work for two men, or more. 

Dr. Mac, as he was called, was the 
ene physician, and Dr. Fagan 
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became the physician for the Board 
of Health. He also kept an eye on the 
high school athletes, which was, for 
him, a natural thing to do. 

Dr. Fagan, without a doubt, attend- 
ed more Wilmington football games 
than any other person. He told the 
kids bluntly what was good for them 
and what wasn’t. 

He could be seen going onto the 
field whenever a player was injured. 
As time went on, he would limp a lit- 
tle. The rumor grew, naturally, that it 


' was from an old football injury. But it 


was really just a touch of arthritis, as* 
he would tell anyone who asked. 

Frequently while watching the 
Wilmington boys do their best, he 
could be seen with his hand to his 
ear. It wasn’t a physical ailment that 
caused him to do this, while sitting 
on the bench. He had a little radio in 
his hand, and he was listening to the 
Villanova football game, if that team 
was on the air, or else BC or Holy 
Cross, or any other good team that 
might be playing. 

In other words, Dr. Fagan really 
liked football. 

He also liked to play cards. In the 


days when the VFW post held big 


card games, he would be among the 
biggest gamblers in the house. 

Gerry O’Reilly first met Dr. Fagan 
at age five, when he cut his foot on a 
piece of glass at Moxie Beach in 
Silver Lake. Dr. Fagan put in two 
stitches, telling him it wouldn’t hurt. 
And it didn’t, says O’Reilly. Dr. 
Fagan also set his broken leg, when 
15-year old O’Reilly was run over by 
a Tewksbury snow plow. 

O’Reilly worked for Dr. Fagan for 
two years while he was in high 
school, about 1950. He was sort of a 
houseboy, doing odd jobs. He said he 
also got to see which locals would 
visit the doctor regularly to get 
something “for medicinal purposes.” 

Like many a country doctor, there 
were many patients who could not 
pay. Dr. Fagan always cared for them 
anyway. Despite his blunt remarks, 
he really cared. He would occasion- 
ally raise a bit of thunder if a patient 
needed to be admitted to Tewksbury 
State Hospital, saying “If those politi- 
cians in Lowell can get someone in 
there, so can we!” 

Dr. Fagan stayed here for 39 years. 
In World War II, he served as a cap- 


tain in the First Service Command of

the U.S. Army. 

They had a dinner for Dr. Fagan in 
1967. Pharmacist Lillian Woodside 
put it together. And where did she get 
the idea? 

One of the customers at the 
Wilmington Center Pharmacy was 
bemoaning the death of Dr. 
MacDougall, saying “We ought to do 
something for him!” 

Doc Fagan was sitting beside that 
customer, on one of the high stools at 
the soda fountain. As usual, he was 
blunt with his thoughts. 

“The time to have done something 
for Dr. MacDougall,” he said, “was 
while he was still living and could 
appreciate it!” 

Mrs. Woodside took the idea and 
went to town with it. It was a won- 
derful event, and Dr. Fagan loved it. 

Eight years later, on April 27, 1975, 
Wilmington lost its country doctor. 
Dr. Fagan died at age 75. 

He couldn’t appreciate what hap- 
pened next, but would have. That fall, 
a tribute was held for him before the 
Andover football game. Years later, 
he was inducted into the Wilmington 
Athletic Hall of Fame, nominated by 
Gerry O’Reilly.

A Lynnfield man traveled 
all the way to California to 
bounce his way into the record 
books at the Orange County 
Fair. When he was finished 
and stepped off his pogo stick, 
after completing 206,864 con- 
secutive jumps, his efforts had 
paid off and broken his own 
world record, setting the 
bouncing bar éven higher 
than he already had. 

Lynnfield’s James 
Roumeliotis' jumped for 21 
straight hours last month to 
set.the record, and his person- 
al journey into. the record 
books has as many ups and 
downs and twists and turns as 
his: efforts that day on the 
pogo stick did. 

The 2004 Lynnfield High 
graduate said he found his 
ealling killing time with 
friends. 

“I went to Lynnfield High 
where, just like any other kid, 
I didn't fully know what I 
wanted to do,” = said

Roumeliotis. “I would hang 
out with my friends who would 
frequently skateboard 
and roller-blade, learning new 
tricks and the like. I remem- 
bered trying out a pogo stick 
when I was a really little kid 
at my grandfather’s cottage, 
so I decided to jump back on it 
and try to impersonate tricks 
my friends did. I didn't have 
the balance for skateboarding 
or roller-blading; however, I 


could hold my own on a pogo - 


stick. 

He originally set the record 
in 2007, bouncing to raise 
money for the Scleroderma 
Foundation, whose national 
headquarters are in Topsfield. 
He raised close to $10,000 the 
first pogo attempt in 2007 for 
Scleroderma. 

“I graduated high school in 
2004 and went off to WPI to 
major in computer science,” 
said Roumeliotis. “It was a 
hunch that I wanted a career 
as a programmer and I lucked 
out in picking the right field of 
study for myself. I continued 
to pogo throughout my years 
there and the record attempt 
came to fruition thanks to a 
good friend of mine. His moth- 
er suffers from Scleroderma 
and he has been hosting an 
annual walk in Worcester to 
help cure this disease. We 
thought about it and, with the 
help of my fraternity brothers, 
decided to attempt the world 
record in 2007 to raise money

and awareness for 
Scleroderma. 

“After that stunt, I became 
really well known as the pogo 
kid on campus. I graduated in 
2008 to pursue my career in 
software engineering with a 
military contractor known as 
ITT.” 

There was no one moment 
that led Roumeliotis to start 
‘pogoing’ - rather, it was sim- 
ply sticking with an activity 
he felt he was good at. 

“Pogoing might not be a 
proper dictionary word but it 
is used frequently in the pogo- 
ing community,” said 
Roumeliotis. “We refer to our- 
selves as pogoers or jumpers 
as well. During my high 
school years, I found a com- 
munity for extreme pogoing at 
www.xpogo.org. It was a com- 
munity of kids just like me

doing the same stuff, trying to 
shed a new light on pogo stick- 


ing. 

“I took one route to try to 
conquer the endurance 
records of pogo sticking while 
the community continued to 
grow and expand new tricks. 
A pogo 
world championship competi- 
tion called Pogopalooza was 
introduced in 2004. It started 
out with six people gathering 
in a parking lot and has 
expanded to a more profes- 
sional competition hosted 
annually gathering over 35 
active jumpers from around 
the world. 

“I'm beginning to get more 
involved with the big air 
tricks involving back/front 
flips and even stick flips in 
hopes of competing in next 
year’s competition as well as

helping bring extreme pogo 
into a bigger venue like the 
Xgames.” 

The idea just sort of 
bounced into his head one day. 

“I remember at an intern- 
ship leading into my junior 
year of college, in the summer 
of 2006, my boss, Robert, was 
really interested in my pogo 
sticking,” said Roumel- 
iotis. “One day at lunch with 
the team, we looked up the 
record for most number of 
bounces on a pogo stick. It 
was an astounding 177,723 
bounces accomplished back in 
1992. I remember saying that I 
was going to break that some 
day, but at the time, it was 
more of a joke; I didn't even 
think I could do something 
like that. 

“As time went on and the 
desire to help Scleroderma out 
in a new way grew, the joke 
became a reality. During the 
summer of 2007, one year later

from that lunch dream, I was 
actually training to beat the 
record. I did research and 
found out 4 or 5 others who 
had tried to beat the record 
fell way short, reaching only 
around 60K bounces. This was- 
n't very uplifting in my mind - 
a world record that was near- 
ly 15 years old that no one was 
able to break. 

“After breaking it in 2007, 
we thought we managed to 
break the 200K barrier; how- 
ever, the pedometer wasn't as 
accurate as predicated.” 

As one can imagine, train- 
ing for such an endeavour on a 
pogo stick is a unique experi- 
ence. 

“Training involved a lot of 
miles,” said Roumeliotis. “I 
found that doing about 4 to 5 
miles on a pogo stick around 
town helped the best. I would 
do 5 miles in about an hour 
and 35 minutes. This was the

The plot of ‘Don’t Be 
Afraid of the Dark is as fol- 
lows: While architect Alex 
>. Hurst (Guy Pearce) and his 
* new girlfriend Kim (Katie 
~ Holmes) restore _ their 
‘ Gothic mansion's period 
’ interiors, Alex's young 
. daughter Sally (Bailee 
Madison) can investigate 
the macabre history and 
’ dark corners of the estate. 
: Spurring Sally's investiga- 
> tion are the voices-rasping 
> whispers who call out to her 
. from the basement, who 
- promise her understanding 
: and friendship, who are so 
very hungry and would like 
to be set free. 

When Sally gives in to 
- her curiosity, she opens a 
gateway into a hellish 
underworld from which an 
‘ army of beady-eyed, sharp- 
’ clawed -monsters. emerge, 
small in size but endless in 
*.number. Confronted with 
* the horror that now threat- 
‘ens to taker her life and 
‘' destroy her family, Sally 
‘ desperately tries to warn 
the whole house, but there's 
; just one problem: no one 
: believes her. 


This slowly-building, old- 
fashioned chiller gets its 
audience by forcing viewers 
to imagine the terrible 
things that might happen to 
its characters. The mon- 
sters are shown early on - 
doll-sized gargoyles that ter- 
rorize a family after the 
daughter sets them loose - 
but they don't do anything 
really monstrous until the 
movie is nearly finished. 

The film begins with a 
prologue set at the morbid- 
looking Blackwood Manor, 
in which we learn a little of 
the horrors to come. 
Strange, not-quite-human 
voices coming from a fur- 
nace grate, a man driven 
insane. It's all disturbing 
and then we’re in the pres- 
ent, when the furnace grate 
has been bolted shut and the 
basement room sealed shut. 

"Don't Be Afraid of the 
Dark" offers scares, and the 
tension that builds as the lit- 
tle girl comes closer and 
closer to being harmed by 
these little monsters (the 
movie baddies, not fans of 
Lady Gaga) is very real. 


“FRIGHT NIGHT 3D”

This is one of those rare 
remakes where the newer 
version surpasses the origi- 
nal, in more ways than one.

‘Twilight’ movies, but one 
who lived in suburbia and 
had to battle a horror- 
movie-obsessed teen and a 
washed up actor in a battle 
to the death that featured as 
many laughs as it did 
scares. 

Now in 2011, "Fright 
Night" returns in 3D and is 
a very worthy remake that 
honors the spirit of the orig- 
inal while giving fans some- 
thing new to sink their teeth 
into. 

The plot looks like this: 
Senior Charlie Brewster 
(Anton Yelchin) finally has 
it all - he's running with the 
popular crowd and dating 
the hottest girl in high 
school. In fact, he's so cool 
he's even dissing his best 
friend Ed (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse). But trouble 
arrives when an intriguing 
stranger, Jerry (Colin 
Farrell), moves in next door. 

He seems like a great 
guy at first, but there's 
something not quite right- 
and everyone, including 
Charlie's mom _ (Toni 
Collette), doesn't notice. 
After witnessing some very 
unusual activity, Charlie 
comes to an unmistakable 
conclusion: Jerry is a vam- 
pire preying on his neigh- 
borhood. 

Unable to convince any- 
one that he's telling the 
truth, Charlie has to find a 
way to get rid of the mon- 
ster himself. 

"Fright Night" contains 
all the fun of the original, 
and more thrills and scares 
than a haunted house at 
Spooky World. This movie’s 
combination of scares and 
laughs makesn it a weleome 
changeup from this sum- 
mer’s parade of superhero 
movies. 


“RISE OF THE PLAN- 
ET OF THE APES” 
GRADE: *** 


After Tim Burton’s 2001 
remake of the original 
“Planet of the Apes” turned 
out to be a flop with both 
audiences and critics, no 
one could blame fans of 
being wary of the latest 
installment of the long-run- 
ning science fiction series. 

“Rise of the Planet of the 
Apes” is a prequel to the 
series, and it could be the 
surprise of the summer - a 
well-crafted, thoughtful film 
that will challenge the 
mind, while also thrilling 
the senses with its action 
and battle scenes. 

“Rise” is a great addition 
to the series’ legacy and one 
of Hollywood’s better pre- 
quel films to date. The 
movie actually makes you 
excited about the prospect 
of future installments, and 
that's something that could- 
n’t be said of any of the pre- 
vious films, including the 
1968 original. 

Set in present day, before 
apes have taken the world 
from the grasp of humanity, 
the film stars James Franco 
as Will Rodman, a genetic 
scientist on the cusp of 
developing a new drug that 
could cure Alzheimer’s - a 
disease that his father 
(John Lithgow) suffers

But when a successful 
trial of the drug on a prom- 
ising test chimp results in 
an unexpected accident, the 
project is shut down and the 
lab’s remaining chim- 
panzees ordered euthanized. 

One of the chimps has 
unknowingly left behind an 
infant, which Will takes 
home and raises as his own. 
Baby Caesar (Andy Serkis) 
begins showing incredible 
signs of intelligence, leading 
Will to believe that he’s 
inherited the benefits of the 
drug from his mother. But 
he’s still a chimp at heart, 
and after Caesar attacks a 
human while trying to pro- 
tect Will’s father, the gov- 
ernment locks him up in a 
primate shelter, only to see 
Caesar to assume leader- 
ship over the other locked- 
up apes and start a revolu- 
tion. 

Most of the audience 
knows the end result 
already - that the apes 
inherit the earth. But the 
true strength of the film is 
how well it carries us to that 
point. 

Director Rupert Wyatt 
expertly shows Caesar’s 
journey from test chimp to 
ape leader, and this tale is 
far more interesting than 
you would expect, thanks to 
the talent of Andy Serkis 
(who in the past has played 
digital characters like 
Gollum and King Kong). 

James Franco may be 
the star of the movie, but 
it's Serkis who will receive 
all the accolades, because 
his performance as Caesar 
is so good. It’s amazing to 
see what Serkis can convey 
to the viewer without saying 
a word, and though Caesar 
is completely digital, he’s 
the most identifiable char- 
acter in the film. 

This may be one of the 
last big films to hit theaters 
this summer, but it has been 
worth the wait. 


“COWBOYS AND 
ALIENS” 
GRADE: ** 


Part mystery, part sci-fi, 
and part Western, ‘Cowboys 
and Aliens’ is a film that 
entertains, even when it 
doesn’t live up to its full 
potential. 

The plot is this: The year 
is 1875, and the setting is the 
New Mexico Territory. A 
stranger (Daniel Craig) 
with no memory of his past 
stumbles into the hard 
desert town of Absolution. 
What he discovers is that 
the people of Absolution 
don't welcome strangers, 
and nobody makes a move 
on its streets unless ordered 
to do so by the iron-fisted 
Colonel Dolarhyde 
(Harrison Ford). It's a town 
that lives in fear. 

But Absolution is about 
to experience fear it can 
scarcely comprehend as the 
desolate city is attacked by 
marauders from the sky. 
Now, the stranger they 
rejected is their only hope 
for salvation. As this gun- 
slinger slowly starts to 
remember who he is and 
where he's been, he realizes 
he holds a secret that could 
give the town a fighting 
chance against the alien 
force. 

The effects are solid 
throughout the film (there’s

Despite numerous safety warnings, many drivers do not 
heed all of the precautions that can keep children safe and 
sound. The majority of safety guidelines focus on securing chiF 


dren within the vehicle. 


* Any child under the age of 1, weighing 20 pounds or les’ 
should be in a backward-facing child seat. The car seat should 
be located in the backseat, preferably in the center, unless the 
vehicle owner's manual states a different backseat location} is 


more secure. 


* Never place a rear-facing car seat in the front seat of rs 
vehicle. Passenger-side air bags can deploy and injure thie 


infant. 


* Young children can be moved to a forward-facing position 
after their first birthday and when he or she has surpassed 20 
pounds. However, do not rush turning the seat. Rear-facing is 
still safer as long as it's comfortable for baby. 

* Older children should sit in a forward-facing car seat or 
booster seat until they are tall enough to sit on the regular séat 
of the vehicle with their backs flush with the back of the seat 
and their knees bent naturally at the curve of the seat. Some 
states have different requirements regarding booster seat 
usage. It's best to find out what is applicable in the area for

Recognizing a child's 
learning disability 


When a child heads off to 
school, the hope of parents is 
the child has every opportuni- 
ty to succeed and realize his 
or her full academic potential. 
Some students, however, could 
unknowingly begin school 
without a level playing field. 


According to the Data 
Accountability Center, 43 per- 
cent of the nearly 2.5 million 
students currently receiving 
special education services 
have been identified as having 
learning disabilities. Parents 
should know these are just the 
children who have been diag- 
nosed. Many more kids strug- 
gle in school every day, and 
those struggles could result 
from an undiagnosed learning 
disability. 

Part of the problem with 
recognizing learning disabili- 
ties is that they are not one- 
size-fits-all. Children with 
learning disabilities don't fit a 
single profile. Much like there 
are many different learning 
disabilities, there are many 
different ways a child can 
respond to one. However, the 
National Center for Learning 
Disabilities notes the follow- 
ing signs could be indicative 
of a learning disability and 
parents of children who show 
any of the following symptoms 
should seek help. 


_ * Poor organizational skills 


* Spelling the same word 
differently in a single docu- 


ment 
* Weak memory skills 


* Reluctance to take on 
reading or writing tasks 

* Trouble with open-ended 
questions on tests 


* Slow work pace

Oftentimes, exhibiting any 
of the above symptoms is not 
necessarily the sign of a 
learning disability. However, 
when the symptoms men- 
tioned occur repeatedly, par- 
ents should be concerned. If 
parents suspect their child 
has a learning disability, a 
professional consultation 
should be scheduled. While a 
learning disability should be a 
cause for concern, parents 
should know plenty of success- 
ful people have been diag- 
nosed with learning disabili- 
ties but still learned to live 
with them and experience suc- 
cess in the classroom and 
beyond. 

When a learning disability 
goes untreated or students 
and parents alike don't put 
maximum effort toward man- 
aging and overcoming a dis- 
ability, the chances of it nega- 
tively affecting them as adults 
increase. The United States 
Department of Education 
notes that 25 percent of stu- 
dents with a learning disabili- 
ty drop out of high school. By 
comparison, only 9.4 percent 
of students in the general pop- 
ulation drop out of high 
school. 

Even students who seek 
vocational careers could suf- 
fer if they don't learn to man- 
age their learning disability. 
Poor organizational skills and 
limited literacy skills could 
result in low job satisfaction, 
which can make it difficult for 
adults with learning disabili- 
ties to keep a job.

Challenging students literacy in Tewksbury 


BY JON BISHOP 


TEWKSBURY - The School Committee recently 
announced a new literacy plan, improvements to the math 
curriculum, and a program called ‘Response to 
Intervention, which aims to offer struggling students assis- 
tance without placing them in special education. 

Assistant Superintendent Loreen Bradley spearheaded 
the literacy plan, said School Conimittee member Jayne 
Miller. It echoes much of her work: Bradley is responsible 
for overseeing teacher training, making sure the town meets 
state and national educational standards, and offering 
improvements to the town’s curriculum and instructional 
methodologies. 

The goal for the literacy plan is to bring 95% of 
Tewksbury’s public school students reading at or above 
grade levels. 

“Twenty percent of our students are in special education. 
We have other kids who are just struggling to read—even at 
grade level. It’s an aggressive goal,” Miller said. 

The plan will be implemented in steps, with progress 
checks along the way. 

“By 2012, the school will have a comprehensive literacy 
plan. By 2013, there will be a standard assessment for liter- 
acy rates,” Miller said. “Are we making our goals? Are the 
kids making progress? There needs to be consistency.” 

Along the way, the schools will work to keep parents 
engaged. 

This program, which will involve K-5 students, will be 
paired with the district’s new approach to math curricula,

which is designed to improve retention and MCAS scores. 
Students will engage a higher-level mathematics than ever 
before. 

“It’s a different way of learning math,” Miller said. “It'll 
teach kids multiplication at a younger age. It changes the 
way we teach math and how we look at math. It should help 
improve MCAS scores. It’s a better building block for middle 
school math.” 

The Response to Intervention program, or RTI, will 
“improve responses to kids in need,” as it reduces special 
education costs. RTI has already been implemented in 
grades K-6. This year, the schools will work to bring grades 
7-12 on board. 

The committee is also working to schedule open houses 
and conference nights after the students receive their report 
cards. Open houses and conference nights, Miller stressed, 
should be an active dialogue between parents and teachers, 
but are not nearly as useful without a current report card to 
discuss. 

“You want to have a basis for the conservation,” Miller 
said. 
The school district’s lunch numbers are also on the radar: 
there has been a thirty-three percent increase in utilization 
of the free and reduced lunch option. This is because more 
parents are eligible.

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Newspapers a valuable 
teaching tool in the classroom 


Few resources are as inex- 
pensive yet inherently valu- 
able as the daily newspaper. 
For as little as the loose 
change in their pockets, read- 
ers can get all their local 
news, as well as learn what is 
going on overseas and, for 
sports fans, what happened 
during last night's games. 


For educators, newspapers 
can be a valuable teaching 
tool as well. Younger kids typ- 
ically aren't avid readers, but 
newspapers are often reader- 
friendly, with concise articles 
that aren't as long-winded as 
chapters in a book. Teachers 
hoping to instill a love of read- 
ing in their pupils can put the 
local newspaper to work in a 
variety of ways. 


* Teach kids the "5Ws (and 
the H)." Most adults recall the 
lesson of the "5Ws (and the 
H)." The 5Ws and the H are 
Who, What, When, Where, 
Why, and How. Newspaper 
articles are typically built 
around the rule that encour- 
ages reporters to answer these 
six questions in the first sever- 
al paragraphs of an article. 
Teachers can give their stu- 
dents the newspaper and tell 
them to identify the 5Ws and 
the H. Students are likely to 
embrace the reader-friendly 
nature of news articles, and

* Teach the difference 
between editorials and hard 
news stories. When using the 
newspaper as.a teaching tool, 
teachers can give students two 
different articles, one news 
and one editorial.

The schools are ready in Wilmington:

WILMINGTON - While kids are lamenting 
the waning days of summer, parents can take 
comfort in the knowledge that the schools are 
ready to open following a summer packed with 
repairs and upgrades to school buildings. 

Business Manager Paul Ruggiero spoke 
with the Crier about the variety and plethora of 
projects underway in Wilmington’s learning 
communities. 

Perhaps largest among those projects was 
the total replacement of windows at the 
Shawsheen School. 

Town meeting voted in 2009 to appropriate 
$715,000 to replace the windows at the 
Shawsheen School. Last fall the district was 
awarded a grant from the Green Repairs 
Program through the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority. The Green Repairs initia- 
tive went out from the state for the express 
purpose of granting funds to districts for the 
repair or replacement of roofs, windows and/or 
boilers in public school facilities that are struc- 
turally, 

“I thought that we had nothing to lose in 
applying and a lot to gain if we were chosen,” 
Superintendent of Schools Joanne Benton was 
quoted at the time. “This is a win-win for 
Wilmington. We get energy efficient windows 
and about $300,000 dollars to do another proj- 
ect.” 

The reimbursement rate from MSBA hovers 
between 43 and 48 percent of the budgeted cost.

Buildings for Wilmington, told the Crier that 
the plan was to replace all the windows in the 
Shawsheen School, built in 1970. The windows, 
with the exception of a few replacements over 
the years, were all original. 

- “They are probably the least efficient win- 
dows you can have,” Hooper told the Crier last 
fall. “They got a lot of bang for their buck with 
those original (40-year-old) windows. The old 
windows are not energy efficient at all and in 
some cases have also clouded over.” 

The project scope includes ensuring that 
everything around the new windows will be 
caulked and insulated. 

“We are hoping for a good return on invest- 
ment,” said Hooper. “They are telling us we 
should see around a 40 percent energy reduc- 
tion.” 

The Department of Public Buildings also 
repaired the roof at the Wildwood School as 
well as replaced tiles in several classrooms. 
Continuing the energy efficiency efforts across 
the district, a number of new energy efficient 
lighting fixtures were installed at the Boutwell, 
replacing older models. 

Outside the buildings the Department of 
Public Works is currently fencing around the 
tennis courts, which should be finished the 
middle of next week and will resurface the 
courts after Labor Day. Tennis courts at the 
Woburn Street School and on Boutwell Street 
will also receive new fencing. 

None of the repairs will impact the opening 
of school, said Ruggiero.

“Killam is in the process of 
getting a new roof,” Doherty 
said.

finished and some activities 
are planned. 

Also a new bullying curricu- 
lum is in place for the new 
school year at all levels, due to 
a law that was passed about 
bullying a year ago. At the ele- 
mentary school level, Doherty 
said that, “In the elementary 
schools, all of our teachers are 
now trained in ‘Open Circle; 
which is an anti-bullying cur- 
riculum, and a social aware- 


ness curriculum.” 

Doherty explained that at 
the middle school level, they 
were doing something called 
“Second Step,” which he 
explained was also an anti-bul- 
lying curriculum. 

At the high school: level, 
Doherty stated that, “We’ve put 
things into our advisory pro- 
gram and our wellness pro- 
gram that focus on anti-bully- 
ing. And it really focuses on 
treating each other with 
respect, calling out bullies 
when they are doing what they 
are doing, and providing sup- 
port for both the bully and the 
victim.” ' 

The support for the victim 
Doherty said is to make sure 
they feel safe enough to come 
to school. “If they don’t feel 
safe, they’re not going to 
learn,” Doherty said. The sup- 
port provided for the bully is to 
ensure he or she realizes what 
they are doing is wrong, 
according to Doherty. 

In the upcoming new school 
year, Doherty reported that he 
most looks forward to continu- 
ing to “find new ways to help 
kids succeed in school.” He 
stated, “That to me is what we 
are here to do.”

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Do you need glasses? 
Remedy vision 
impairment in children 

Childhood can be an excit- | 
ing time filled with growth and 
change. For youngsters experi- 
encing vision trouble, child- 
hood can also be a challenging 
time. While there are many 
eyesight problems that can 


occur during childhood, some 
are more common than others. 


It can be difficult for par- 
ents and caregivers to diag- 
nose a child's vision difficul- 
ties before the child is able to 
communicate _ successfully. 
That's why vision ailments in 
younger people may go undis- 
covered until a child has 
reached toddler age or enters 
preschool. 


Eyesight conditions . can 
hinder children in the class- 
room. Many common vision 
problems are easily remedied if caught early on. 


* Strabismus: Strabismus is a condition where a person can- 
not align both eyes properly. This may cause the eyes to cross. 
According to Strabismus.org, as many as 5 percent of all chil- 
dren have some type or degree of strabismus. Strabismus is not 
a condition that children will simply outgrow; it requires treat- 
ment that can help mitigate symptoms. With strabismus, the 
misalignment of the eyes causes two pictures to be sent to the 
brain. This can cause double vision. Eventually, a child will 
adapt when the brain ignores one image and suppresses it, 
using only vision out of one eye. 


* Amblyopia: This is the medical term for "lazy eye." When 
children have amblyopia, the brain has a defect that prevents it 
from processing the images from both eyes, as is the norm. 
Instead, it prefers images from one eye and essentially "turns 
off" the other eye. The lazy eye will then fail to offer clear 
vision. Treatment for lazy eye generally involves putting a 
patch over the strong eye to force the lazy eye to work. An 
optometrist may also prescribe eyeglasses. 


* Color blindness: Color blindness is more accurately called 
color vision deficiency. It is very rare for a person to be com- 
pletely blind to any type of color and see only in black and 
white. Rather, color blindness is often a condition of having dif- 
ficulty discerning between different shades of colors. There may 
be deficiencies in different hues, especially red and green. 
Scientific data indicates that males are more inclined toward 
color blindness. 


* Conjunctivitis: Children are exposed to all different types 
of germs in a typical school setting. Conjunctivitis, commonly 
known as pink eye, is an inflammation of the conjunctiva or the 
clear mucous membrane that covers the eyeball. Conjunctivitis 


can be contagious and noncontagious depending on the cause.. 


Pink eye caused by an allergic reaction or from irritation by a 
foreign object in the eye is not contagious, but when it is the 
result of a virus or bacteria, it can be quite contagious. 
Medicated drops and other remedies to lessen the irritation of 
the eye are often prescribed. 


* Myopia and Hyperopia: Nearsightedness and farsighted- 
ness are conditions where the eyeball is too long or too short for 
the normal focusing power of the eye. Images in the distance or 
even those nearby can appear blurred. Corrective lenses can 
help with the problem and sometimes fix it. 


* Astigmatism: This results from an irregular shape in the 
front surface of the cornea. This condition can make it difficult 
to see vertical or horizontal lines clearly or can produce blurred 
vision. 


" - Children who are experiencing vision problems can have 
their symptoms alleviated quite easily with a trip to an 
optometrist. Prescription eyeglasses are often the first step in 
having vision trouble corrected.

Spot the signs of 


potential teen violence 


In February 2011, Maksim 
Gelman went on a 28-hour 
stabbing spree throughout 
New York City that resulted 
in the deaths of four people 
and the assault of four oth- 
ers. Gelman, age 23, didn't 
have an immediate motive 
for the murders, but he was 
no stranger to run-ins with 
the law. He had been arrest- 
ed 10 other times, mostly for 
graffiti-related offenses. 
The few who knew of him 
said Gelman was a loner, a 
troublemaker and a known 


drug user. 


Routine news reports of 
teens and young adults lash- 
ing out at school or of vio- 
lent streaks at home have 
become all the more com- 
mon. While this frequency 
may cause some people to 
become desensitized to the 
issue, others may want to 
take heed of potential warn- 
ing signs of teenage vio- 
lence to help prevent dire 
results. 


Experts say that there 
isn't a clear-cut reason why 
teens engage in aggressive 
behavior. According to 
Arnold Goldstein, Ph.D., a 
professor at the Center for 
Research on Aggression at 
Syracuse University, "There 
are many reasons and situa- 
tions we feel contribute to 
violent behaviors in teens, 
and these are being watched 
and studied carefully." 


There are some sociologi- 
cal and environmental fac- 
tors that can put teens at 
risk for violence. 


* Experts from — the 
National Criminal: Justice 
Reference Service say that 
a neighborhood that is 
socially disorganized with a 
high turnover rate could 
increase potential for. teen 
violence and so can living in 
close proximity with very 
mixed cultures. 


* Lack of economic oppor- 
tunities or economic insecu- 
rity at home can be another 
factor. 


* A family that moves fre- 
quently or one in which 
their is routine unrest at 
home could trigger aggres- 
sive feelings in teenagers. 


* Access to and use of 
drugs and alcohol greatly 
increase the risk of violent 
behavior. 


* Violence is sometimes a 
way for teenagers to earn 
respect from peer groups or 
to serve as retaliation to 
others who have wronged 
close friends. Teens who are 
members. of social groups 
that glorify violence are 
very high risk for their own 
violent behaviors.

While not every case of 
violent potential can be 
stopped or prevented, teens 
will often follow adults' 
leads to work through feel- 
ings. Setting a good example 
and listening to what teens 
have to say — even when it is 
difficult - can go a long 
way. Parents should resist 
arguing over what is right 
or who is right. Getting 
teens to talk can be a good 
first start.
